Students At Hermon 
Hear Church Bishop 


At the Mount Hermon Memor- 
ial church last Sunday, Bishop 
W. Appleton Lawrence of the 
diocese of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church of Western Massa- 
chusetts spoke at both the morn- 
ing and vesper services. The 
chapel was crowded with the 
students of Motnt Hermon school 
and many friends. It was the 
first visit of Bishop Lawrence to 
Mt. Hermon since his elevation 
to the episcopacy. In his address 
he pointed out that for Christians 
conduct and creed cannot be 
separated, that respectability is 
not enough and that the church ! 
is not a club of saints. 

The bishop pointed out the fal- | 
lacies in certain pleasant-sound- | 
ing philosophies of life, such as 
“It doesn’t really matter what 
you believe, so long as you do 
what is right,” and, “It doesn’t 
matter whether you go to church 
or not; all God expects is that we 
should be respectable people.” 

“It is one thing,” Bishop Law- 
rence said, “to be good enough 
to keep out of trouble. It fs quite 
another thing to hunger and 
thirst after righteousness. Re- 
spectability carries slog ed 
—the responsibility of our rela- 
tionship with God our Father, 
and algo our relationship with 
all the rest of His children, from 
the person sitting next to us to 
those in the most distant parts 
of the earth. 

“Some people think of the 
church as a club of saints. It 
isn’t at all. It is the place where 
sinners have an opportunity to 
‘change their life—to right-about- 
face—and learn to take their 
Places as sons of God.”

At Seminary Chapel ' 


“Which will 1 follow—the de- 
cisions of the political leaders of 
my country, or the dictates of 
my conscience?” was the ques- 
tion raised at Northfield semin- 


ary last Sunday morning by the 
Rev. A. Graham Baldwin of 
Phillips academy, Andover. In 
speaking of the ever-present con- 
flict between religious and secu- 
lar authorities, Mr. Baldwin said 
in part: 

“This 
Socrates, Jesus, Paul, and _ in- 
numerable others down through 
the centuries have challenged 
the authority of the state when 
its decrees or its policiies have 
run counter to the ideals of the 
religion they professed and the 
God that they served. 

“What has been the principle 
dominating these religious and 
spiritual leaders of the people? 
In all cases it has been the con- 
viction that loyalty to their God 
and obedience to the dictates of 
conscience come before any oth- 
er loyalties in the world. The 
Old Testament prophets were all 
great patriots in the finest sense 
of the word. In every case, how- 
ever, their love of country was 
subordinate to their loyalty to 
Jehovah, and their interpreta- 
tion of His will for the people. 

“The. issue today is still one 
of a conflict of loyalties. Shall 
we accept and support an eco- 
nomic system dominated by love 
of money and power? Shall we 
permit a narrow nationalism to 
stand in the way of the father- 
hood of God and the brotherhood 
of man? Shall we again rational- 
ize ourselves into believing that 
the God of peace is also the 
bloody god of war? 

“A religion that refuses to be 


controlled by any external av-! 


thority, either economic, politi- 
cal or military, will never be 
called the ‘opiate of the people.’ 
Rather will it be regarded as a 
challenge to the power or com- 
placence of any group that al- 
lows men to be treated as less 
than ‘sons of the living God’.”

of Phi Gamma Delta. Upon grad- 
uation from Williams, he was 
appointed instructor of Latin at 
Robert college in Constantinople 
now Istabul, and in 1899 was 
named deputy United States Con- 
sul General in Turkey. 

In 1901 he returned to this 
country, married a_ childhood 
friend, Miss Blanche M. Steer of 
Gloucester, and accepted a posi- 
tion at Mount Hermon as head 
of the department of classics. He 
left Mount Hermon in 1912 to 
become head of the department 
of history at Northfield semin- 
ary, a position which he held 
until the time of his retirement. 
The Williams College Classical 
association awarded him the 
master of arts degree in 1915, 
and many of his papers, pertain- 
ing to classical or historical sub- 
jects have been published. Dur- 
ing the years between 1925 and 
1929, Mr. Duley acted as princi- 
pal of Northfield seminary. 

When he retired last June, Mr. 
Duley took up his residence in 
the old Duley family homestead 
in Lanesville. Mrs. Duley came 
from Lanesville to attend the me- : 
morial service, and her son, 
;Langsford, who is a teacher in 
Tilton academy, Tilton, N. H., 
also attended.

The American Red 
Cross Makes Appeal 
To Aid The Chinese 


In response to the special ap- 
peal of the American Red Cross 
for aid in behalf of China’s suff- 
ering, the dollars are pouring in 
through the various chapters in 
the country to secure the one 
million dollars needed to carry 
on. President Roosevelt has said 
in part: 

“There is, I am confident, a 
widespread desire on the part of 
our citizens in every section of 
the country to contribute to a 
fund to aid in meeting the ex- 
treme distress of millions of 
civilian people in China. 1 feel 
that our people are deeply sym- 
pathetic with those in need in 
this situation and will wish by 
their voluntary contributions to 
take some larger part in aiding 
in this humanitarian task in 
which the peoples of many coun- 
tries are participating. The need 
of the Chinese is evidenced by 
the fact that when the Interna- 
tional Red Cross committee made 
inquiry of both the Japanese and 
Chinese Ked Cross societies the 
Japanese society replied that 
their resources were adequate to 
deal with their situation and the 
Chinese stated that they very 
much needed outside assistance.”

The growing increase of juve- 
nile criminality is proof of a de- 
terioration of character and an 
indictment against the home, the 
parents, and the schools. It is a 
break-down in the moral and re- 
ligious education of the young. 
The ideals of youth have been 
lowered. 

More than 4,000 of the 8,000 
prisoners sentenced by me in 
thirty years on the bench were 
under the age of twenty-one 
years, and only three were mem- 
bers of Sunday schools at the 
time of committing their crimes. 

That satisfies me of the value 
of the Sunday school to the com- 
munity in helping safeguard it 
from the growth of criminals. It 
also satisfies me of the value to 
the individual. 

In 1,092 cases of suspended 
sentences, in each of which a 
minister, rabbi or priest became 
interested at my request, with 
the hope of saving the boy to a 
future life of usefulness and good 
citizenship, only sixty-two of the 
boys were brought back for vio- 
lation of the conditions of the 
parole. I believe that reform in 
the remaining cases, over 1,000, 
was prompt and permanent.

Then I’ve also ordered a pack- 
age or two of the new corn flow- 
er or bachelor’s button which 
caused so much comment in 
England last year. I am referring 
to the variety Jubilee Gem. It 
has double dark vivid blue flow- 
ers. It’s about one foot in height 
and of course, as you know, is a 
mighty easy plant to grow and 
is good for the garden or for 
cutting and also as a pot plant 
in the greenhouse. 

I think these chrysanthemum- 
flowered marigolds are worth a 
trial, yellow and orange colored 
being my favorites. These flow- 
ers are quite varied in shape and 
vary from 2 to 4 inches in dia- 
meter. 

And then while on the subject 
of marigolds, I’m going to order 
two others that look pretty good. 
The dwarf Royal Scott is a love- 
ly French marigold with double 
flowers of mahogany and gold in 
stripes. It rarely gets over one 
foot in height and is quite bushy 
and even in growth. The other 
one is the Flaming Fire. 

Then an interesting annual for 
more or less sheltered places is 
the cup flower which has rather 
delicate lavender colored flow- 
ers. You might say that it looks 
something like a petunia. It’s 
best to start these soon and trans- 
plant them in late May. They 
grow about 6 inches in height.
